■dea of William Hartnell s incarnation 
appearing on old clips only. When Tom 
(taker dropped out. however. Nathan 
Turner decided to cast look-aiik*n ichard 
HurndaK for Htotneffs role whitft still 
using a prologue chp of Baker from the 
uncomplefe Shade advertlura The other 
main characters were written in as soon 
as the availability of the actor or actress 
was confirmed 

Terfance Chcks, an eminently suitable 
choice, was aefected to write the special* 
BO minute film and he explains some of 
the joys and problems Of the job "My 
task, was to lit in all these characters, 
plus some of the old monsters into a plot 
which could take them I. lor instance. 


Suggested haying KB and the D*l*t 
Then jut! at I completed my first draft 
Tom dropped out and it was back to the 
typewriter. 7ft# five Doctors was full of 
those kind of last minute alterations and 
while it was occasionally frustrating rt 
was also a great concept to work with

Actors invtled to be involved included 
Deborah Watting, John Levene and Katy 
Manning. Those that did return loved 
the experience Elisabeth Sladen said of 
her involvements '■ did *t because John 
promised me it would be good for 
Sarah, It would almost have been bad 
manners to say no. I'm glad I d»d it * <t 
was so hke ofd limes, freezing to death 
on bleak locations but such fun too/ 
Pa rt of th* reason why the special was 
recorded in March was 10 ensure fitting 
in with Patrick Troughton » many other 
commitments One amusing story con* 



netted with the cameo appearance of 
Richard Franklin was tvs haircut *Tn (he 
show I'd always wanted long hair but* 
Barry Letts sa>d even though UNIT was 
supposed to be in the future it wasn't on. 
So for 7ft#j7rveDOcf(US I decided I would 
be good and go m at a soldier. 1 had my 
hair cut at a military hairdresser's and 
went into the studio where I was greeted 
by a surprised make up girl - she told me 
my hair was far too shod!* 

Director was the experienced Peter 
Moffett who told me some of the prob¬ 
lems encountered in the making of the 
story "The filming was nearly ruined by 
mist. When I first went to have a look al 
locations, they were covered m snow 
and looked incredibly beautiful but 
when we were actually shooting we got 
these driving mists The scene w>lh Pal 
and Nick at the basr* of tHr Tow**r |M| 

place m (his tremendously dramatic and 
beautiful gorge but with the mist we lost 
all the messrve height above them. We 
also had to do the Eye of Dfion scene 
t wice of aft things d had to be that, which 
meant taking the TAADiS up (hit steep 
and muddy hill. It was much further 
away from the rest of the filming, near 
the Ffestiniog railway We got a report 
back from the labs saying that we'd lost 
all the shots of the TAftDlS so I had to 
revise my filming schedule so we could 
go back a week later on what had origi¬ 
nally been a fra* day and do them again, 


'The Ration Robot was played by * 
dancer called Keith Hodiak who only had 
a jock strap on under a body stocking He 
also had a krt of problems wdh his mask 
steaming up Ati he had to do was leap 
but in that cold d was no easy task. His 
seen# was h lm*d on three d iff 0 rent days 
alongside the Cyber massacre t alto had 
to be down in the caves shooting tha 
stuff with tha Veil so John slapped in for 
me and did all the cutaway shots of tha 
Cybermen being blown up. Tha arrows 
from the Raeton Robot went down a sort 
of line arrangement which we had to do 
our best to conceal All ihese. our long 
shots and shots of Jon Pertwee and Lis 
Sladen watching wer* done on separata 
days, so tying it all together was a 
problem We get a tot of colour change 
because th# w e at h e r had changed over 
tha days, and Cm afrard m some scenes
